FOLLOW DIRECTIONS ON CAN. 

Stir the Paint thoroughly before using. Let the first 
coat get thoroughly dry before applying the second. 
Should the Paint become too thick by standing open, it 
may thinned with Raw Linseed Oil, except foi^ Inside 
WorH, for which use Turpentine. The surface should 
be thoroughly dry before the paint is applied, otherwise 
any paint will blister and scale off. Always begin at the 
top in painting and work down, taking care to remove 
all dust in advance of your work, and covering all knots, 
pitchy or sappy portions of the wood with shellac varnish 
or the Lindhard Liquid Filler. We will in no case 
guarantee our paint unless it is applied according to di- 
rections. 




Rule for Ascertaining Amount of Paint Required.
